How to Carve a Turkey. 



In many household the pro?]:)ectivo 
BOn in-law of tho family iscnlled upon 
to cnrvG a tiirkev, tho old inaii observ- 
ing with a liendisli leer that lie ciinnot 
do better than beL;iii to le;u'u now, so 
that whou ho has a house of his own 
lie can do tho honor.s. There is no 
escape^ and, as the victim has to yield 
ho may as well do so gracefully. It is 
well in some cases to feign tho ex- 
treino reluotanco that j'ou feel and 
uttor some light and timely witticism, 
auch as, "O, you want mo to bo like the 
Emperor of Russia and dismember 
Turkey, eh? This will create admira- 
tion for your knowledge and ready 
wit among ladies. It sliould alwa\'8 
be mad? an imperative rule to observe, 
after critically examiuiug it, that the 
carving kuife is dull; this insures a 
safe retreat in event of disaster, a 
thing that a good general always 
makes provision for. Having faced 
your foe, the Tuikpy, it should be 
borne in mind i^recisely that your ob- 
ject is. I' you begin tho encounter 
under tho erroneous idea what you 
ought to try carve the turkey in dead 
earnest, you need read no further in 
this article, for you won't succeed, and 
you will eit down discorahted, blush- 
ing and miserable. No; your aim 
should bo to make yoursolt feared — to 
inspire those preset wilh such au 
horror that they will never again ask 
you to do more than a guest's share of 
the work at table-eating. First, therefor, 
look at the turkey critieully ,an(l uske J who 
bought it and cooked it. Your future 
mother-in-law will say, with a flutter 
of pleased importance, "M.e," which 
will be truthful, if ungrammatical; and 
as you never should lose un oppor- 
tunity of putting the old lady down it 
is well to say that tho bird is tough, 
andjoverdoiie or underdone as the case 
may be. A turkey wears the joint of 
his hind legs very high up in the waist 
and those of his front legs very low 
in the neck, and with a little care you 
can, before you roach tho joints in 
question, hack that bird till ho look 
like the rums after a uitro glycerine 
explosion. Keep up a pleasant tire of 
of witticisms all tho time, such as, 
"Well, this is tough!" "I hot this 
turkey was in tho Ark!" Tho knife 
isn't very sharp— let mo have a spoon!" 
"When you have tiismoiubored the 
beast, you will bo ine.xpert or soft- 
hearted indeed if you haven't fragments 
of him greasing tho cloth in at least 
seven different places. There are two 
or three admirable feats that, however, 
require nerve and practice to e.Kecute. 
If tho dish is at all greasy, by putting 
plenty of leverage on tbe knife and 
fork you can make the whole bird fly 
through the air to a distaaco of seven 
feet and land in tho lap of a lady. If 
you do this, don't mar tho cfl'cct by 
apologizing, but say boldly, "iliss, I'll 
trouble you for that turkey." An ex- 
pert can also, while breaking up tho 
carcass, send a shosver of dressing over 
the whole company in an ellective 
manner. But the tyro who is afraid 
to venture on auy of these tours-do- 
fenco, can always drop the spoon into 
tho gravy-boat and splash a few guests. 
Remember that if you missed the per- 
son ycu aimed at, you will hit some 
one else, or at the very worst tho 
greasy liquid will attain tlio tablo-cloth 
or carpet. I3y judiciously following 
these rules, you may bo certain to in- 
spire your guests with such terror that 
they will either surrender at discretion 
before you have rui. cd more than 
three silk drosses and two sijuare yards 
of table damask, or never ask you to 
carve again tho longest day of your 
lifo. In either case your object will 
have been obtained.

The Dr. Squeeus Beiiellion No- 
wuEiu:. — Tho outbreak among the boys 
of the Westboro, Mass., Iteforni 
School last Friday night commenced 
in tho dining hall, as tho boys were 
marching out from supper. A lad 
named Collins threw a bowl at an otli- 
cor, which was the signal for hostilities, 
and was followed by a general dis- 
charge of crockery at the heads of the 
officials. The assaulting i)arty was 
soon quelled, and tho boya wore march- 
ed into the achool-room, where they 
again rebelled in a more violent form. 
They comj^letely gutted the room, 
smashing desks, organ, pianOj and 
other things generally. They attempt- 
ed to tear up the steam pipes to use 
for weapons, but were prevented by 
the officials, who, to intimidate thoni, 
fired pistol shots over their heads. 
They then took settees for battering 
rams, aud smashed sashes and grat- 
ings of windows, from which they at- 
tempted to escape, but woro prevented 
and driven back by a powerful stroanj 
of water thrown by a largo steam jjump 
which deluged the room. The sky- 
lights were then broken, and many of 
the boys got out upon the roof, but 
ail but two or throe were dnvou b;ick. 
Subsequently, tho insurgents were 
driven from the school-room into a 
wardrobe, the door of which they barri- 
caded. The panels of the door -were 
broken and streams of water poured in 
upon them. They soon cried most 
piteously for quarter. After a tho- 
rough drenching their surrender was 
accepted, and the ringleadevi, some 
twenty in number, were marched down 
to the close cells, and the rest sent to 
bod. At about 10 o'clock peace was 
secured. No officers or boys woro seri- 
ously injured. 

A Mabbuoe Iuterrupted. — On Wed- 
nesday afternoon a young couple, of 

tho Hebrew persuasion, accompanied 
by a numerous ])arty of friends, at- 
tended the Birmingliaiu Synagoguo, 
according to appointment, for the pur- 
pose of being united in marriage. Thoy 
completed the preliminary formalities 
and waited only for the Registrar, 
who was a few minutes behind time, 
when a messenger arrived with a tele- 
gram fromLondon that road as follows: 
" Stop marriage at ouou. His wife 
and children have arrived in Loudon." 
A distressing scene ensued. The 
bride nearly swooning in excitement, 
turned for an explanation to the bride- 
groom, who warmly jirotested his in- 
uocenco, and denied that there was 
any foundation for the charge; but 
circumstances appeared so much 
against him that many of the bystanders 
refused to believe him and tho bride 
was induced to postpone ,tlio comple- 
tion of the ceremony, pending further 
en(iuiries. T'ho Jewish aulhorilies in 
London were at onco coniinunicated 
with, and a telegram despatched to 
tho sender of the nioasage. This tele- 
gram has since been returned with an 
intimation that the address given is 
incorrect aud the Cbiof Kabbi in Lon- 
don also reports as the result uf his 
enquiries that ho is unable to discover 
tho sender of the message. There can 
be little doubt the bridegroom has 
been made tho victim of a shameful 
hoax and this being so tbe marriage 
will be celebrated without further de- 
lay.

THE GOVEEUOIl'S SPEECH. 

As a, rnle, the speeches delivered from 
•'tho'ihrone"ia.tUifl Province liavo been 
•'flat, stale and unprofitable"— aboumling 
in gUltoring geneialities and vagno pro- 
mises not meant to bo fulliUod. Wo have 
Loforo us as wewriiotho "bst ilying 
speech and confession" of Iho Walkcru 
Governmoct, mado at the opening of tlio 
Beasiou of 187C. Its nioagrouoss and wan* 
of practicability were roniarkcd upon at tlio 
time. Nearlyevery qiio-tion touched by it 
■was an opon one. Thore eoomod to bo no 
finality to anything. IJad habits like 
somo complaints arc conlagions; and the 
principle of dilly-duUyiiig on which the 
Lnnd 'omco was then conduoted seemed 
to have infected tbo entire maohinery of 
tka Government. Beyond ranning the 
Province deeply into debt nothing had 
been effeoted by that Ministry; but they 
bad strong hopes of being able to do 

,^nth;»r^ itj l |ho future . It is not to be 

wonaeruu i-uaw .iio x^uusu uook tUc odi-licst 
opportunity of giving theso t;outl.n"cn 
the conge, and CMlling in otiieis uud nion3 
practical n.en to take their places. Tluit 
tUo change was a Aviso oao is oviilent from 
the Speech delivoiod on Wednesdaj. Na- 
turally the lirst question dealt with was 
tho Kailway. Uo.irot is expressed that the 
matter is still in abeyuncc, but the 'Min- 
istry do not fail to notice, with somo de- 
gree of satisfaction, that Lord Carnarvon 
expresses the belief that ufter tho delay 
of one more summer consti-uction works 
will be nndertakou. On this Kuihvay 
matter we would here remark that dis- 
' patches laid before the House show that 
the Ministry havo uavniiccd, -svith tho 
most forcible argiunents that can bo ex- 
proased in tho Eoglibh hmgaage, tho 
claims of tho Province upon tho notice of 
tho Imperial Government. Tho road to 
the Colonial ollioo was obstructed by tho 
mialukes of their predecessors; but the 
difliculties were finivlly surmounted, and 
B very decided expression of opinion was 
obtained from Lord Oarnarvoa that the 
compensation should bo a "money equi- 
vaknt" in lion of tho Island Railway, in- 
stead oi being paid away in compensation 
for "sucli delays as may occur in railway 
construction in tho Provinco;" and t)io 
hope is hold out that construction -ivorks 
■will commouce in the spring of ISTd. A | 
plan for tho more eooiiomical adjustment 
of the Indian lauds qnesiion ia promised 
— tho present syatem— which was the off- 
gpring of tho lato Government— being 
deemed too expensive. Tho cofferdam for 
the drydook is referred to ns having 
been pushed ahead under unfavorable 
oiroumstances, and a promise is held 
.out that on the arrival of plana and 
Bpooifleations from England tenders 
"•will be asked for the construction 
of the dock itself. This will bo gooJ 
news for the people of Esquimau, and, 
indeed, of tho whole ProvinLO, who will 
gee, when tho papers oomo hoforo tho 
House, that tho delays tluU have occurred 
Jiavo b.'on nuavoid.-'.hle and beyond tho 
control of tho piesenl Eic^utive.. A de- 
sire to spare the feelings of the member.? 
of the late Ministry probably prevented 
aUusion in the Speech, to the extraoidin- 
ary fact that cement and machinery for tho 
dock were purchased by tho lato Govern- 
ment in England at least four yours bo- 
fore they were required, and are now nt 
E^quimalt "eating thomselvos up" in in- 
terest and rout! This vontiire is quoted 
as an lostMOO of good jadgraout and bus- 
inesa tact. The "ojmeiit was cheap, yon 
know;" but, as Mr. Toodlos said to Mrs. 
Toodlos, when sho exhibited her auction 
purchases, "Dear ntany price, my de.ir." 
Tho country ia mfurined that a survey h is 
.• been made of lauds ia Eraser Vulley with 
a viow to ascertaining the cost of dyking. 
Cariboo road has been placed in a state of 
thorough repair, and is now in a better 
condition (wo are informed by travelers 
over it) than at any time since 1866. 
• School matteraaro shown to have been 
improved daring tho recess— the Gov- 
ernment, with cbaracteriatic mo;lesty, ox 
pressing its indebtedness to the ilouso for 
oertain practical changes. Tlie announco- 
mont that quartz mining will bo stimulat- 
ed by aid to qnarti! mills will be hoard 
■with no less Bati.-ifactiou tiia.i tho intima- 
tion convoyed in the S|)eech of a Bill to 
furnish protection to coal-miners, and of 
a measure to provide for a more equitable 
. representation in the House. We bo- 
Jieve it is intended to give Nanaimo an 
additional membar.and Oassiar a member. 
At present Nanaimo is uuder-represent- 
ad, (speaking ofits population and wealth 
and the number of its voters) ,and Cassiar 
lias no voice in the Houso. Tho gratify- 
ing information conveyed in the Speech 
of the satiafnolory condition of the pub- 
lic finances, (which show an increase nn- 
dor nearly every head of re 
ceipts) will remove any fears that 
may have beon entertained of a contem- 
plated increase in taxation. As the pre- 
sent is the first Govermnonl since Confed- 
eration that has had tho coiirago to impose 
taxation, the working of their scheme has 
been watched with interest by tho coun- 
try. It is now known that a considerable 
increase in the revenue has been secured 
by the imposition of taxes that in no case 
bear heftTily cm any class. It is also 
worthy of remark that no Act of this Gov- 
' lernment has been successfully oballenged 
— every moueuro having withstood the 
rooBt severe logal tests. 

Taking into consideration tho extraor- 
dinary obstaoles that lipset. the Elliott 
Oovemment in the outset of their career, 
■ IbA'fi^t tliAt-tbe Ministers all oame 



now to tho work, wo think we are justifi- 
ed in faying that tbeir'BdministratiSii'baB 
been not raoroly a suooesa — it has been a 
triumphant endorsement of tho wisdom 
of tho House ia reposing confidence 
iu t lem t\v(dvo montha ago. So long as 
tho Ministry continue to act as in tho past 
— with energy, ability, fidelity and hon- 
esty—they will merit and reooiva tho 
support of both Houso i>nd country.

Tlie Liverpool Town Hall was the 
scene of an unusual gatboring -when 
the flavor (Aklormnn "Walker) and 
Mrs. Walkor yave a grand juvenile 
fancy ball. Upwards of 1,00U gaeata 
were present, aud of these 600 were 
children, dressed in the luo.it brilliant 
variety of faucY costume. In addition 
to the luusic nnd dancing, a conjuring 
entL'rt;uninunt and an amateur draiuut- 
ic performance were provided. 

A geutleiiian reaiding iu Cbambers 
in Llucolu'H-iQn-fiolds applied in tho 
Westminster County Court for an in- 
junction to restrain another resident 
in tho .sHiiio house from playing an or- 
gan. The applicant snid he was en- 
gaged iu literary work, and whenever 
the organ was played it so anuoyed 
and iuterfered with bim that be was 
compelled to go out. Occupaata of 
other cbumbera bore testimony to the 
iucouvoiiieuco experienced iu conse- 
quence of tho playing upon tbo in- 
utrumeat. His Honor uaid tbo nuisance 
was intolerable, but was nob action- 
able.

Ah Ben grasped tho 
pistol and wrenched it from the boy, 
when the man, who up to this time had 
stood looking ou, presented a pistol and 
tired point blank at Ah Ben, who, deem- 
ing discretion the better part of valour, 
fled from the field, two fliots being tlrtd 
after him as ho ran. The Chinaman, 
greatly frightened, run to the Police sta- 
tion and gave up the pistol, which is rus- 
ty and had not been fired for a long time. 
Ah Ben is said to have bad SlOO in bis 
|)ockets. Tho police are on the track of 
the aiitiiors of tliib outrage, and hopo to 
capture them. Things have come t i a 
pretty pass in this city when an nnolfeud- 
ing jiedestrian can be "staok-up" at an 
early hour of tho evening in a mnch-fre- 
queuted thoroughfare. For the good 
name of the place wo hope that tho story 
will turn out lo lie highly colored. 



The Lati-; Loud !Milton.— In the Lon- 
don papers of tho 2Uth .Tanuary tho death 
is mentioned of Lord Milton, the heir to 
the great Fifz William property. Lord 
r^Iilton was under forty at the timo of his 
<li'ath, and some few yeai's ago he was 
looked upon as likely to play a prominent 
part ill puhlie life. Hi^ journey acros.s 
the Bocky Mountains to Biitisli Colnmhia 
was regardiul as eviilence uf a very uner- 
getic character, and tho account of his 
travels which he published iu ooUabora 
tion with his tutor, Air. Obeadle, was one 
of the groat hits of the publishing season 
at tho time of its appearance. Upon his 
return to England, Lord .Milton was elect- 
ed member for the West Riding after a 
very spirited conte-st, and if my memory 
servos me rightho was appointed to move 
the address at the opening of Parliament 
after his election, fiuthe made no mark 
wh;itever in Parliament. After sitting in 
the House for a few years he grow tired 
of unconconial pursuits, resignoil lii-i seat, 
and left Kuglaud for --Vnierica. In as far 
as is known there ia no special cr-iHo of a 
personal motive for his nndden retirement 
from imblic life, other than an extreme 
distaste to the exigences of his position 
as a county member, tho heir to a great 
title, and to tho position of one of tho 
greatest of English Ian lown'jrs. .\.ft-r his 
leavingLondonsome ten years .ago, litlle or 
nothing was ever heard of him. It wua s.iiil, 
with what truth wo know not, that he was 
living in Virginia under an assumed 
name, on an estate he had purchased 
there after the war. It seems, bowavur, 
that his health gave way, and tliathe camo 
over to France, where ho died the other 
day at Boueu, owing to a sndihiu break 
up of his constitution.

The c.in- 
didat^'S were dressed in white, and a^ 
they oppeared upon the platform a lioi- 
emuity such as wo seldom wi mossed caiun 
over the congregation as they were led 
into the water by the pastor of the 
church. Strong men were soon weep- 
ing and a deep impression was 
was made upon tho whole (Miiigregation.

Govcrnor-Gencrars Speech. 

The Toronto Ulohc of ti c 8th inst. fore- 
shadows tho contents of tho Governor- 
Goneral's speech which was delivered the 
same divy: 

"A prominont portion of tho Speech 
will, no doubt. Jj.o tho rof-jrencn to the 
visit recently paid by [the Croveruor-Gon- 
eral to British Oolmnhia, and to tlio pro- 
gress of tho works on the Pacilie Kaihvay. 
Very lit lie, wo fancy, can be added to the 
anijilo im formation already before tho 
country. The entire oflloial correspon- 
dence on these subjects must, however, 
bo brought down without delay, and it 
will establish beyond cavil, wo are conti- 
dont, tho justice, liberality, and good 
faith witli which tho Government have 
acted towards our fellow Culoiiints on tho 
Paciho. Wo hear that tluu'O is now a 
good prospect of the Extrailition troubles 
ijotween Great Britain and tho United 
States being setiled and a more liberal 
treaty conoludod between the oonntrieu. 
It is to bo hoped that tho negotiations 
have gone so far as to juntify retereneo to 
them in tho Speech. Congratulatory ref- 
oretico cannot fail to be made by His Ex- 
colleiicy to the opening of tho In- 
torooloniai Railway throughout its en- 
tire length; as well as to tho Buccess 
ful transmission over it of the English 
mails to and from the Dominion. A little 
national gloritleation over tho snecoss of 
(Janadaat tho Philadelphia Centennial 
will, of course, bo lu order, and a hearty 
word of encourag 'inent will no doubt bo 
added as lo our entering the lists at Syd- 
ney, New South Wales, at its great com 
log Exhibition. The country is anxious 
to hear what progress has lieen made to- 
wards the settlement of the Fishery 
Claims of ("anada against tho United 
States under the provisions of tho Wash- 
ington Treaty. The .systematic proera»ti- 1 
nation of our mdglibours in this highly 
important matter is not creditable to 
them. The satisfactory land-treaties re 
cenily concluded with the Indian tribes 
in our Northwest Territories, and other 
treaties now being ncgotiatoil with them, 
will, no doubt, form the subject of fur- 
ther (;ongrai.'ilation. .\nd so also, wo im- 
agine, will tho continued pence and good- 
will existing between tho Indians and the 
Canadian settlers throughout tho North- 
west. Wo hoar that among tho legisla- 
tive work cut out for tho oomiog sossion 
will bo: A Life Assurance Company'sBill, 
a Joint St'.'ck Companies' Amondmrnt 
Bill, a P(u-manent Gcoloi'ical Survey Bill 
a \'\'eights and Measures AmondiuentBill, 
a Merchant Shipiiing .-Vniendinont Bill. an 
luhuid Xavi^alioil bill, an Excise Bill, 
itc. Tho laws relating tu Customs Duties 
will also, it is seid, bo amended and con- 
solidated. 'The references in His Excel- 
lency's spiicch to tho Finances of the 
country, will ho looked for eagerly — but 
wo do not anticipate anything' very start- 
ling on this head. Too rediiood imports 
of foreign goods in 1870, and const quont 
loss of revenno, have beeu well knov/u tor 
moutlis past; and the largo expenditures 
on the Piu ilic and Intereoloni d railways 
and onhirgeuiont of our grt;ai cmid:! have 
no doulit pressed on the public excliequor 
in view of dimiiiisli.'d revcnnc-i. i! it tlio 
men now at the helm are inoro than equal 
to the presaiire from such causer., and we 
fhall hope to hear from His E.^ccllt-ncy 
that by stringent retrenchment and wise 
deiay in the jirogresH of great works not 
urgently pressing for immediate complo 
tioQ the excess of expenditure over the 
rovonuo wiU not be of a serious chatac- 
tor.

The Toronto (lluhf't: Lomlon correspon- 
dent, writing 'on the 2Uth January, says: — 
"1 trust this is the last week I may have 
to write about Iho Conference as nn exi.st- 
ing fact. Like tho Congress at Vienna 
\diich preceded the Crimean war,tbe C(m- 
stantin|)lo Conference sooms likely to rc- 
hult in failure. The advocates of moral 
foriMj ami of cordial co-op;>i-atioa liavs 
found out that iiiti'riiuii'ii,al quarrels 
must in tho end bo seti I(n1 by tho ques- 
tion, which fido is tlu; i.troiigest As 
HO in a lit became miiinfest that Turk«y was 
prepared to light, while Biissift wa-i not, 
or at any rate professed not lo be ready, 
and that no otlier Power intended to go 
to war, the Porto became m.ibtur of the 
(iituaiion. Instead of the plenipoten- 
tiaries deciding what terms should bo im 
posed on Turkey, it was Turkey which de- 
cided what concessions thePov/ers should 
liavoto put np with. Lord Salisbury, so all 
reports agree in stating, mistook his posi- 
tion i:om the beginning. Ilu .siii'tud with 
the assumption lliat hij will wna law -with 
Turkey, and ho overlooked tho plain fact 
ihat ho had no power either to ooerco or 
porsuode Turkey into suhinisaion. Act- 
ing upon this mistaken view, ho devoted 
all his efforts to conciliating General Ig- 
naiieff and snubbiiig tho Ministors of the 
Porte. At the Riissi-ui Court the British 
Plenipotentiary is called "Lo Uh(>r Salis- 
bury," just as before the Crimean war 
tho Premier of tho Coalition Ministry 
used to be described by the Czar Nicho- 
las as "La Chor Aberdeen." Lady Salis- 
Ibiiry is also aaid to h.^vQ given great 
'olTenco to tho Turks by tho Ruddan inti- 
macy wliioh she striiok up with tho Rus- 
sian JMiibassy at CouHtantinoplo, and by 
tho freedom with which she expresseil 
her disapproval of Turkish ways and 
manners. Whatever may bo tho issue of 
tho Conference, liord Salisbury will not 
return from his mission with aa inoroased 
reputation." 



DELAYED ^SPATCHESi ^ 

EUJaOPE. 
London, Feb. 18.— A dispatch is ro- 
ceivod from Conatautiuoplo aauoiinc- 
iug that Edheiui Pushii htis requested 
the Sultan to appoint another Grand 
Vizior. 

London, Feb. 18. — The "Herald's" 
Berlin dispatch says tbe dismissal of 
Edboim Pasha seems to be a fact, and 
iMahinoud Danjond, brother-in-law of 
tho Sultan, becomes Grand Vizier, with 
a policy aiming at abrogation. It is 
considered I^diieimPasba will continue 
to assist him, as tiie new Vizier is ig- 
norant of any foreign language. 

The same correspondent states that 
Russia, after fruitlos.'j eilorts to arrive 
at an uuderhtaiuling with Austria, has 
relinquished tho idea of obtaining hor 
immediato co operation. It is said, 
however, that Russia arrived at an 
agreement with Germany to which 
the adherence of Austria is expected. 

A telegram from PostU to the 'Stan- 
dard' reports 8,000 military engineers 
are chnngiug tho gauge of Roumunia 
railways to that of Russian roads. Tho 
work will be completed in 20 days. 
Orders from St. Petersburg are that 
the march should be accomplished 
without nocdleasly encumbering tho 
railways, ■which will transport tho ar- 
tillery and ambulance. 

The "Times'" correspondent re- 
marks that the above letter may bo 
taken with tolerable certainty as a 
Komi-ofHoinI hiatthat Russia's position 
is becoming more and more untenable 
and she cannot wait much longer, 
but must go forward or backward. 
According to accouuts from St. Peters- 
burg, the statement of the Russian 
circular that the Czar had suspondod 
his final resol.itiou awaiting the de- 
cision of tho powers was more than u 
phase of diplomatic courtcay. Ho is 
aa avorsc to war as ever. Ho has by no 
means relinquished the hope that with- 
drawal by honor ia possible, and he 
reckons that tbe powers will assist him 
ill their own iuteroBt as well as that of 
Europe. Those who agree with the 
Czar consider that tbe tall of Midbat 
Pasha shows that war is unnecessary 
now. 

London, Feb. 17. — k Vi«nna correspon- 
dent reports that tbo Central Society at 
St. Peiorsbnrg, for asiistiog the wound- 
ed, has notitiod its branch establishments 

that the Czar permits tho immediate com- 
menoeinent of ooUoctioa of mooey and 
m.at«rialb. All nunneries have received 
orders io prepare to seDti dttlegatious of 
novices to the Pruth. 

The Standard's special from Berlin says 
the coup d'etat is daily expected at Con- 
stantinople.

Petersburg it is stated Gortschakoff has 
yielded t i tho Czar s request, and will re- 
taintlie ofTico until May, at which time ho' 
in firmly resolved lo retire. 

The Times' dispatch mentions reports 
representing that a strnggle between tho 
palace and popular panic's i.s proceeding 
in Constantinople which, if tho popular 
party is t,uceos?fu!, will result in Midhnt 
PaHtm's recall. 

Lo.NDo.v. Feb. 18. — Tho man-of-war 
Valoris returned to Yarmouth ou Sunday, 
after a we ;k'a aearoh for the missing flah- 
ermon, whioh was unsaooessful. Twonty- 
livo ve-.sels and IhO hands aro given up 
us lost. 

Lo.NDON, Feb. 18.— 'There is Authority 
for the statement that Gon, Gordon will 
leave Cairo .'or MasjO'*-a to negotiato with 
Abyssinia for peace and opening the 
country to trade. 

The Standard's dispatch reports Capt. 
Mitchell, an engineer in tho Khedive's 
service, and fifty Eoldiors, who w«re on an 
exploring expedition in Abynsinia, have 
been massacred liy this natives. 

A Roman correspondent of the Timan 
Ktates that it has been resolved that any 
Cardinal may be elected Pope on the 
death of Pius IX, irrespective of nntion- 
ality. This deci-.ion was not roachcd with- 
out cjnsiderable discussion between the 
Pope and tho Sacred College. The de- 
cision will bo coramnnicatod to all the 
Cardinals.

Judge Robinson, it i.s Buid, ventured 
upon a sneering joke which, small 
though it was, but for Curran's ready 
wit and scatliing elorpionco, might 
have done hiin irropiintblo injury. 
Bpenkiug of some ojjiuion of counsel 
ou the opposite side, Curran said he 
Lad consulted all bin books, and could 
not find a case in which the principle 
in dispute was thus established. "That 
may bo, Mr. Curran," sneored tbe 
judge, "but I suspect your law library 
ia rather limited." Curran eyed the 
heartless toady for a moment, and 
then broke forth with this noble re- 
taliation: "It is very true, niy lord, 
that I am poor, and this circumstance 
lias certainly rather curtailed my li- 
briuT. jMy books uro not numerous, 
but they are select, and I hope have 
been perused with proper dispoi^i- 
tions. I have prepared myself for this 
high profession rather by tho study of 
afpw good books than by the compo- 
sition of a great many bad ones. I 
am not ashamed of my poverty, but I 
should bo ashftiued of my wealth if I 
could stoop to acquire it by servility 
and corruption. If I- rise not to rank 
I shall at least bo iioiiest; and should 
leror cease to bo .so, many an exa:i-plo 
shows me that nn ill-acquired eleva- 
tion, by making me the more conspic- 
uous, would only make me tho more 
uniTersally and notoriously contempt- 
ible." 

Queen Yiotoria's New Title. 

Mr. Fawcett, M.P., in a speech re- 
cently deliverc'il beforo his cou.stitu- 
onls at Shorcditch. unid:— "Of all tho 
foolish Ihiutjs tlie pie^c-nt Goveriiinent 
bad done, and theio were many, the 
most foolish was to change the tiiuo- 
hououred title of our Sovereign, nnd 
to give to the Indiiin people a Sover- 
eigu with a uatno which we ro[)udiated 
here. He regarded witli great niisgiv- 
ing what was (Kiiio at Delhi hist week. 
Never before did wo ultf;:i;pt to exhibit 
Western civilization to tho people of 
India by entering with tlicni upon a 
rivalry of barbaric sploiulour niid me- 
retricious glitter. Depend upon it 
that anything we might attempt in 
that direction would only impress 
them with a feeling of their own superi- 
ority. Never, moreover, was nuycoio- 
mouial performetl at so unpropituoiis 
a time. Thoy might get details of all 
tho uipensca spent in this tomfoolery. 
£'200 spent on a herald'd and perhaps; 
£2,000 on on elephant's trappings 
but there was something that thoy 
would never know, and that was the 
extent to which tho native Princes 
would bo encouraged to enter into a 
revelry of wasteful cxtraviiganco, and 
its oCorts upon tbo people upon their 
rule. While lliia expenditure was 
going on at Delhi, it two of the great 
est proviucea im India hundreds and 
thousands of people sulToring all the 
horrors of famine, and in another part 
of India '250,000 pouplo iu a ssinglo 
hour drowned in their beds, while 500,- 
OOO had their homes destroyed and 
everything they poqsesaed swept away 
This waa Huroly not she time when En- 
should have santioncd a costly and 
useless extravagance."
